Shortly after his arrrest Buckner 
wus permitted to make ao long-dis- 
tance telephone call to Loretta Young 
in Hellywood. 

He spoke endearingly to her and 
apologised for being unable to keep a 
week-end engagement with her, but 
sidd:; “Don't worry, I'll be out to 
see you soon.” 

Miss Young sate: “1 know Mr. 
Buckner very well. [have been out 
with him many times here, and I 
hke him—but marriage Js ridiculous."

ADMITS CRISIS — 


TOKYO, Jan. 5. 


AFTER THE CEREMONIES of installation by the 
Emperor were concluded, Premier Hiranuma and other 
-members of the new Cabinet proceeded to the official 
residence of the Prime Minister and held the first Cabinet 


session at 8.15 p.m. 


In a statement issued follow- 
ing the Cabinet mccting, the new 
yremier, Baron Hiranuma, ad- 
mitted that Japan was confront- 
ed by an unprecedented crisis 
and its solution, he said, was by 
mo means an easy task, 

“lf, however, the Government and 
nation are solidly united and display 
their traditional national spirit) on 
the august virtues of the Imperial 
Family, Iam confident that the cur- 
rent s.tuation will be brought to a 
satisfactory scttlement,” he added. 

Promising to announce definite 
polictes of the new Cabinct later, 
Premier Hlranuma _ stresses the 
necessity of concentrating the entire 
resources of _the country for the 
attainment of the “Sacred Campaign.” 

Reicrring to the Government's 
attitude for the settlement of the 
Chinn Incident, the new Premier 
pledges that the Zundamental policies 

th were firmly. estublished by the 


ceding Cabinet with the approval’ 


of the Empcror would be executed. 
Various arrangements that have 
been tnitluted for the realsation of 
these policies will be maintained and 
developed by ail means, he sald. 
Concluding, the Premier urges the 
nation to appreciate the greht efforts 
being done by: the oflcers and men 
at the front. ‘He -pleaded for tolera- 
tion of various inconveniences in the 
tIme of emergency, and called for 
close co-operation with: the Govern- 
ment in overcoming the dincult 
situation.~-Dornel, .

ALLEGED 


Young Woman Charged - 
After Child’s Death 


Charred with the murder of her 
two-year-old daurhter by admintster- 
ing oplum, Lau Shuk-hing, 22-year- 
old married woman, was committed 
for trial by Mr. E. imsworth at the 
Kowloon Magistracy yesterday. 

Mr, J, Whyatt, Crown Counsel, said 
aceused was married to Yuen Leung- 
chung five years ngo. The husband 
was a walter inn restaurant, carning 
82 a month, plus gratuities of an 
averayte of $30, Out of that sum he 
had to support ‘hts wife, mother and 
two youncer sisters, The mother 
looked after the houschold, and 
recused was given $2 or $3 a month 
for expenses, Such a state of 
monetary affairs was obviously un- 
satisfactory, and this was ageravated 
somewhat carly in 1937 when the 
husband had to pawn a quantity of 
necused’s jewellery in order ta meet 
expenses. 

In- June, 1937, accused gave birth 
to the child Yuen Mul. At that time 
the husband, although living with the 
family, rarely came home in the even~ 
ing because of his work. In Novem- 
ber, 1938, the family moved to 5 
Shantung Street, first floor, where a 
cubicle was rented for the husband 
and wife ond a bedspace for: the 
mother and sisters. A few weeks 
later another sister of the husband. 
Yuen Slu-yu, came from the country 
und shared the cubicle. 

Two days after her arrival, Decem- 
ber 9, the husband came home about 
Tam. He had $20.with him and he 
gave his mother half of it for living 
expenses. Accused nt that Ume was 
Inside the cubicle, und apparently she 
overheard the conversation, for Imme- 
diately tier husband entered she de- 
manded money from him ‘to redeem 
a palr of earrings which had been 
pawned for $5. The husband replied 
he had no moncy, and accused then 
attempted to search his purse, but 
was pushed away, She was offercd 
$1, which she refused. The mother 
overheard the trouble, and came into 
the cubicle, but was told by accused 
that it had nothing to do with her. 
She then left, while the husband re- 
turned to his work, 


“Something By Mistake” 


Nothing further happened until 
ubuut 5 am. the next day when Yuen 
Siu-yu, who. slept with accused and 
her daughter in the cubicle, was 
nwakened by a nolse > of someone 
retching, She got up and = saw 
accused holding the child In her arms. 
Both of them were retching. Yuen 
asked accused what was the matter, 
but reecived no reply. The mother 
was summoned ond she also nsked 
accused what had happened. Accus- 
ed then sald: “I have taken somc~ 
thing by mistake.” 

Subsequently, accused and her 
daughter were taken to the Kowloon 
Hospital. On the way, necuscd sald: 
‘I have been trying to get some 
money from him to redeem my care 
rings and he refused, I had better give 
up my Ife.” At the hospital, mother 
and daughter_were exumined by Dr. 
H. T. Bee, who at once diagnosed 
oplum polsoning. Accused recovered 
very quickly, os she had vomitted a 
great dent before, but the child was 
very far gone and dicd two hours 
later. Death wos duc to oplum- 
poisoning, 

Accused was taken to the Mongkok 
Pollee Stutfon the next day. She 
was searched ond in her pocket was 
found a horn pot commonly used as 
a container for oplum. That pot, In 
fact, did contain oplum. The cubicle 
was also searched, and traces of opium 
were found in a bowl, a cup and a

F YOU WANT to learn some- 
thing about what is hap- 
pening in Japan, read the article 
“Crisis in Tokyo” on this page. 
You will understand, then, 
what is meant when you are 
told that Baron Hiranuma, 
Japan's new Premier, is a mem- 
ber of an old Samurai family. 

He is a bachelor, 72 years of 
ape. 

He is one of Japan’s most fer- 
vent apostles of nationalism, 
which means Fascism.’ Hiranu- 
ma once founded a nationalist 
society which attracted many 
leading figures in Japanese 
naval, military and financial 
circles.; It differed “from real 
Fascism in that it advocated 
totalitarianism by constitutional 
wicans. Significantly, tar 
rounder dissolved the order. 

Will totalitarianism, as ap- 
plied in Germany and Italy, 
come to Japan as a result of the 
change in Cabinct? 

More than’ probably. Japan 
is already on a_ semi-Fascist 
tasis. The power to.completely 
subordinate the freedom of the 
community -to the will of the 
State is provided by the Na- 
tional Mobilisation “Act, which 
became law five months ago. 
That Act encountered consider- 
able opposition in Japan's Dict. 
It wag passed only after Prince 
Konoye promised that its provi- 
sions would not be enforced 
in toto unless an emergency 
much graver than that provided 
by the conflict with China was 
forthcoming. 

Konoye kept his promise and 
invoked: only certain provisions 
of the Act. 

There is no shadow of doubt 
now but that the entire Act will 
be applied.

For a par 3 hole the reecommendn- 
tlon increases the yardaze by ten, 
ond for other holes by about twenty- 
five, as follows: — 

Par 3—Up to 210 yards (instead 
of 200.) 

Par 4—211 to 400 yards (instead 
of 201 to 375.) . 

Par 5—401 to 575 yards 
of 376 to 550.) 

Par 6—570 and over (instead of 
551 and over.) 

These figures are not arbitrary.

similarly pleaded, 

Buciner, and Gillespie were arrest- 
ed as they arrived in New York from 
England in the Queen Mary. They 
were uccused of f{rnuds totalling 
U.S.$1,000,000. : 
The two men are alleged to have 
spread false “inside information” last 
January which caused a boomict in 
Wall Street and forelyn exchanges in 
the Phillppine Islands bonds. . 

The police further allege the two 
men took five beautiful showglris by 
air to Washington in August, 1937, 
and threw a party in an attempt to 
Influence legislators. 

Shortly after hls arrrest Buckner 
was permitted to make u longedis- 
tance telephone call to Loretta Young 
fn Hollywood.

In Emergencies 


LONDON, Jan, 6. 
AS A FIRST STEP in formu- 
lating plans for the evacua- 
tion of between two and three 
million children from big cities 
in the event of an emergency, 
the Minister of Health, Sir 
Kingsley Wood, has circularised 
local authorities requesting their 
co-operation with the Govern- 
ment in taking an immediate 
census of available necommoda- 
tion for billeting purposes, 
which, it is hoped, will be com- 

pleted by the end of February, 

It is ustimated that there are 
1,000,000 children in the administri- 
tive county of London alone, 

It is considered that the provision 
of camps would be impracticable, the 
necessary accommodation being best 
found In existing occupled and empty 
houses on the Jines of the emergency 
scheme formulated in the Scptember 
erigis, namely on the basis of ‘one 
person to every habitable room, the 
Government paying, householders up 
to half a guinen a week, according to 
the accommodation provided. 


ENTIRE SCHOOLS TO GO 


While no children cun be moved in 
an emergency unless the parents so 
desire, It is contemplated that school- 
children would be moved school by 
school, with-their teachers, so that 
their education mny be continued in 
the reception areas, 

The circular emphasised that the 
information supplied by — house- 
holders for the census would be 
entirely voluntary, objections beiny, 
noted for consideration, 

It is hoped that in the event of an 
emergency, householders would 
voluntarily uccept billeting: children, 
but it is pointed out that those who 
do not uccommodate children, may be 
required to fake other persons, 

Steps are also being taken to 
prevent any profitcering in letting 
rooms.—Reuter, L

ACCIDENTS 


Four Persons Killed In 
Colony Last Weck 


In the Colony of Hongkon#, includ- 
ing the Island, Kowloon and the New 
Territories, during the week ending 
last Saturday morning, there were 
altogether 74 traMe accidents, as the 
result of which four persons were 
killed and 36 injured. 


Of the persons killed, o Chinese 
male, ure 30, was knocked down and 
Ieitled by a bus while running across 
the road. A Chinese male, age 48, 
and a Chinese female, age about 70, 
were knocked down and killed by ao 
private car and a tram, respectively, 
while walking across the rond. A

7 YOU WANT to learn some- 
thing about wrat is hap- 
pening in Japan, read the article 
“Crisis in Tokyo” on this page. 
You will understand, then, 
what is meant when you are 
told that Baron MHiranuma, 
Japan's new Premier, is a mem- 
ber of an old Samurai family. 

He is a bachelor, 72 years of 
age, 

He is one of Japan’s most fer- 
vent apostles ‘of nationalism, 
which means Fascism, Hiranu- 

.}ma once founded a nationalist 
society which attracted many 
leading figures in Japanese 
naval, military ‘and financial 
circles, It differed from_ real 
Fascism in that it advocated 
totalitarianism by constitutional 
wens, Significantly, ta. 
rounder dissolved the order. 

Will totalitarianism, as ap. 
plied in Germany and Italy, 
come to Japan as a result of the 
change in Cabinet? 

More than probably. Japan 
is already on a semi-Fasciat 
kasis. The power to completely 
subordinate the freedom of the 
community tothe will of the 
State is provided by the Na- 
tional Mobilisation Act, which 
became law five months ago. 
That Act encountered consider- 
able opposition in Japan’s Dict. 
It was passed only after Prince 
Konoye promised that its provi- 
sions would not be enforced 
tn toto unless an emergency 
much graver than that provided 
by the conflict with China was 
forthcoming. 

Konoye kept his promise and 
invoked only certain provisions 
of the Act. 

Thore is no shadow of doubt 
now but that the-entire Act will

Par 5—401 to 575 yards (instead 
of 370 to 550.) 

Par 6~576 and over (instead of 
S51 and over.) - 

These figures are not arbitrary. 
The Associaticn points out tht some 
allowance should be made for the 
nature of the ground and other diMfi- 
cult conditions, such as the severity 
of the hazards, especially at a holo 
where the pur is doubtful.

Many of us buy our mincemeat 
from the shops, but if you wish to 
set something before your guests 
that is out of the ordinary, try 
muking:— 


Orange Mincemeat 


6 oranges; 

2 lemons; 

1% Ib. cranberries; 
Y% tb, raisins; 

2 Ib. sugar, 


Grate the rind' from the orunges 
tnd lemons, then cut the pulp into 
slices, discarding the white mem- 
brane and pips. Wash and mince 
ne cranberries. Stone and chop 
ralsins. : 


Put all the fruit into a large sauce- 
pan, and add the sugar. Cook very 
slowly till thick (1 ‘hour). Pour 
into jars, This can be used when 
cold, or cover jnrs and keep for 
several weeks, °

Make 6 oz. of rich shortcrust. Roll 
out on floured bonrd, and stamp into 
rounds with o fluted cutter.

It is considered that the provision 
of camps would be impracticable, the 
necessary accommodation being best 
found In existing: occupied and empty 
houses on the lines of the emergency 
scheme formulated In the September 
crisis, namely on the basis of one 
person to every habitable room, the 
Government paying houscholders up 
to half a guinea a week, according. to 
the accommodation provided. 

ENTIRE SCHOOLS TO GO 

While no children can be moved in 
an emergency unless the parents so 
desire, it is contemplated that school- 
children would be moved school by 
school, with thelr teachers, so: that 
helr education may be continued in 
the reception areas, 

The circular emphasised that the

Nich was formerly General Wu 
Teh-chen's headquarters and during 
his stay, went all over the city by car. 


He was ‘told there were about 
400,000 Chinese now in Canton. 
They were gradually resuming burl- 
ness ‘and some 600 Japanese mer- 
chants from Formosa were now ding 
a good trade, chiefly in catering, 
restaurants etc. 

He encountered some twenty 
foreijmers, mostly Americans, buying 
curios in ‘the city. 

The army acroplane. service be- 
tween Canton ond Formosa was 
functioning regularly, execpt for the’ 
past few days when bad weather had 
prevented flying. 


The hend of, “Provisional Govern- 
ment” was Peng Tung-yuan, former 
Counsellor in the old Nanking ‘Gov~ 
crnment and his second in command 
avas Lu Chung-yung, former Enst 
River Commander. The ‘Provisional 
Government” had their own police 
force. 


Licut.-Gen. Ando was In command 
of the South Chinn forces nnd Major 
General Goto, who headed the Shum- 
chun advance, was operating against 
guerillas in the-vicinity. 

Mr. Ota said he went- to Cunton 
from Macno by an Army transport- 
slip, returning by the same menno.
